relinquish the proprietorship of his 
birthplace at Milan, Ohio, to the 
State of Ohio. He intends to remain 
the owner of his boyhood home as 
long as he lives. This was learned 
yesterday, following the return of 
William H. Meadowcroft, personal 
secretary and assistant to Mr. Edi- 
son, from a conference at Milan with 
| representatives of the State. Mr. 
' Meadowcroft went to Ohio early in 
the week at Mr. Edison’s behest. 

Mr. Meadowcroft’s mission, he 
said, was the result of a request 
|from State Senator George H. Ben- 
, der of Ohio that Mr. Edison come to 
Milan for a conference with a view 


to acquisition by that State of the 
Edison homestead as a historic land- 
mark.

Inventor Hard Hit as Parachute Fails to Open; 
Swims to Tug After Manhattan Bridge Leap 





| Misimi Shinich, a 29-year-old Ja- 
| panese, well educated in his own 
| country but obliged to make his liv- 
ing as a cook during the two vears 
he has been in America, has long 
cherished ambitions to be an inven- 
tor. Recently. working in odd mo- 
;ments in his room at 82 East Hous 
ton Street, he invented a parachute. 

For the past mont Shinich has 
been hunting a place in which'to test 
his invention. He considered the 
Woolworth Tower and went there 
three times with the intention of 
jumping off it with his device, but 
two things deterred him. One was 
that he might strike and hurt some 
of the pedestrians who swarmed the 
streets below the tower. The other 
was that he might hurt himself 
Then he discovered the Manhaitan 
Bridge and decided that was the

Yesterday morning he packed his 
parachute under his arm and went 
to the promenade deck of the bridge, 
between the tower on the Manhat- 
tan side and the anchorage.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., June 
28.—Jack Ashcraft, copilot with Miss 
Viola Gentry, was killed and Miss 
Gentry injured severely at dawn to- 
day when the Cabinair biplane The 
| Answer, in which they were seeking 
an endurance record ran out of fuel 
and crashed into a tree top. The 
craft made a fog-obscured forced 
jlanding in a nursery on the Jericho 
Turnpike, in Old Westbury, about a 
mile from this field. The fliers had 
been in the air less than ten hours. 
.A few hours later two army fliers 
from Mitchel Field, Lieutenant lMa::- 
well Balfour and Corporal Ilmer 
Barry, were severely burned when 
the observation plane in which they 
were making a practice flight burst 
into flame 2,000 feet from the ground 
and dropped meteor-like into two 
maple trees which fringe the practice 
polo field of the Meadow Brook Club 
at Westbury near the scene of the 
earlier crash. 

Injured Corporal Dies. 

Corporal Barry died early tlis 
morning in the Nassau Hospital, 
Mineola. Lieutenant Balfour was 
expected to recover. 

Late in the afternoon surgeons at 
Nassau Hospital, Mineola, who 
earlier had said Miss Gentry’s condi- 
tion was ‘‘fair,’”’ reported her chances 
of recovery as ‘‘uncertain,’’ and re- 
vealed that a blood transfusion had 
been necessary. 

Ashcraft, a barnstorming graduate 
of the Gates Flying Circus, and Miss 
Gentry, who forsook a job as a res- 
taurant cashier to enter aviation and 
later hang up an endurance record 
for other women to shoot at, took 
off from this field at 8:46 last nignt 
with the intention of staying alo‘t 
“until the engine falls apart.’’ Thy 
were not alone in the air. Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Jensen and William Ul- 
brich, in whose mother’s home Miss 
Gentry boarded, had taken the air 
before them in Jensen’s plane, The 
Three Musketeers, also in an ef- 
fort to establish a record for endur- 
ance. 

Circling about the field after day- 
break today one of the first things 
the crew of The Three Musketeers 
saw was the red and blue wreckage 
of The Answer, its tail pointing sky- 
ward about a mile from Roosevuwit 
Field. Ulbrich is a friend of Miss 
Gentry and as soon as radio tele- 
phone communication was re-estab- 
lished with the ground after a short 
interruption, his voice, husky and 
tense, wes heard by Charles Ells 
worth, radio engineer who sat in one 
of the hangars with earphones 
clamped to his head. 

‘‘What happened to Viola? Now 
you birds give me the details. Don't 
try to hold out on me.” 

Keep Details From Fliers. 

Ellsworth heard Jensen’s voice cal)- 
ing Ulbrich to his assistance at the 
controls. Then after a few seconds 
the voice of Mrs. Jensen came cver 
in a whisper. 

“Don’t give him the details,’’ she 
urged. ‘‘Marty saw the wreck of 
the ship and has been keeping away 
from there.”’ 

Mrs. Jensen said her nose was 
bleeding from ‘‘a bump,”’ and then 
she asked in the same hoarse whis- 
per: 

‘“‘How is she?” 

Elisworth told her he thought Miss 
Gentry would recover..

Physicians who examined Ashcraft 
a few minutes after the wreckag? 
was found declared he was past 
help. His body was removed to H. 
J. Hutching’s morgue. Miss Gentry 
was rushed to the hospital, where at 
first surgeons were more concerned 
over the shock to her nervous sys- 
tem than about her visible injuries, 
which appeared to consist of a frac- 
tured arm and a deep gash in her 
scalp. The bleeding from the mouth 
continued, however, and toward eve- 
ning it was decided to resort to a 
blood transfusion. Several volun- 
teers were examined, and finally 
Walter Bishop, a cartoonist, of Great 
Neck, L. I., was chosen. 

While waiting for the transfusion 


Miss Gentry talked in a weak voice! 


to Bishop, although he had been in 
structed by the doctors not. to reply. 
She wanted to know how The Three 
Musketeers were faring, and 
asked what had happened to Ash- 
craft. 

“T know he must be dead,’’ she 
said, when Bishop remained silent. 
“I know he must be dead.’”’ 


Engine Stopped “High Up.” 


The engine of the 
stopped suddenly while they were 
‘thigh up,’’ she said. Her other re- 
marks about the accident which had 
cost the life of her pilot were ram- 
bling and unintelligible, according to 
doctors, who, after the transfusion 
said her condition was a little better 
although her prospect of recovery 
was not certain. 

Miss Gentry, who once sat behind 
a cashier’s cage in a restaurant on 
lower Fifth Avenue, made her avia- 
tion début by flying under the East 
River bridges a year ago last March. 
Last December, by flying for eight 
hours six minutes and thirty-seven 
seconds in an open cockpit plane, 
she established a record for endur- 
ance among women. Later a new 
record was 
Louise McPhetridge of Oakland, Cal., 
and Miss Gentry planned to recap- 
ture it. One attempt ended in a 
crash from a height of sixty feet, but 
Miss Gentry was unburt. Failure to 
make refueling contact drove her 
down a week ago after she and 
Charles W. Parkhurst, her copilot, 
had kept The Answer in the air 
about nine and a half hours, approx- 
imately the amount of time they were 
in the air before today's crash.

PORTUGAL TO HUNT 
FLIERS IN FAR AZORES 


Ganboat Sent to Remote Isles— 
Spanish Government Seeks 


Zeppelin for Search. 


LISBON, June 28 (#).—The Portu- 
guese Government decided today to 
send the gunboat Zaire to the isolated 
islands of Flores and Corvo, situated 
on the fringe of the Azores archi- 
pelago, in a last hope of finding 
Major Ramon Franco and the three 
other Spanish aviators, who disap- 
peared last week on their flight from 

pain to the Azores. 

The islands of Flores and Corvo 
have no means of communication 
with the other islands of the group 
or with the rest of the world except 
for the monthly visit of an island 
steamer. 

A final hope persisted that the 
aviators might have landed on one 
or the other and have been unable 
since to report their whereabouts. 
If they landed on Corvo or Flores, 
Major Franco and his comrades will 
have met with unbounded hospitality, 
for which the little communities are 
noted. No crime of any sort has 
ever been recorded on them and the 
appointment of local authorities is 
merely nominal, for no authorities 
are needed. Door locks and keys 
are unknown. 


MADRID, June 28 (#).— With stormy 
conditions off the Azores abating, the 
Ministry of Marine announced late 
today that the government had de- 
cided not to abandon its search for 
the fliers. 

In addition to sending two cruisers 
o the Azores equipped with hydro- 
planes, the Government has opened 
diplomatic negotiations for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the aid of the 
dirigible Graf Zeppelin in a search 
for the fliers or their wreckage.

CHICAGO, June 28.—Miss North 
Shore, the big tri-motored plane of 
the Stout Air Lines, continued her 
journey from Cleveland and Detroit 
today, arriving here at noon. A 
head wind averaging twenty-five 
miles an hour retarded speed, but 
though the arrival here was twenty 
minutes behind the schedule. Train 
time was beaten by more than four 
hours. 

The visibility near Detroit was fair, 
with clouds at 1.600 feet. It was 
possible to see to Canada, where the 
International Bridge spans the fron- 
tier. Later on the clouds forced the 
plane down to under a thousand feet. 
There the weather looked threaten- 
ing, with rain in the offing, but after 
half an hour of flying close to the 
ground the sky cleared and it was 
possible to see Lake Michigan thirty 
miles away. Close under the clouds 
the air was bumpy. 

Riding in the cockpit alongside the 
pilot, one noticed the compass card, 
which showed the mileage from point 
to point and the time the plane 
should arrive over each.

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BYRD REPORTS FINDS 
TO NAVY SECRETARY 


Chronicles Succession of Dis- 
coveries, Mostly From Planes 
Flying Over Antarctic. 








COMPUTES 20,000 MILES 





Explorer Details Geological 
Formations, Including Rock, 
of Mountain Ranges. 


FURTHER SURVEY PLOTTED 


Two Distant Peaks and an Area 
Believed Land Will Be Studied 
in Aerial Reconnoissance.

WASHINGTON, June 28. — Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd, in a report 
to Secretary of the Navy Adams to- 
day from Little America, Antarc- 
tica, stated that the aviation expedi- 
tion which he heads has seen at 
least 20,000 square miles of hitherto 
unknown Antarctic areas. 

The report detailed the various dis- 
coveries of the expedition, which 
have been described in wireless dis- 
patches to Tuy New York TIMES 
from Russell Owen, THE TiMzs cor- 
respondent with Commander Byrd, 
28 well as in dispatches to THE 
Times from the Commander hjm- 
self in some instances. 

The discoveries were set forth in 
the order in which they have been 
made, mostly from the air, and their 
appearance and geological charac- 
teristics were described in detail. 

Included were the Rockefeller 
Range, Mary Byrd Land, with its 
mountains, which Commander Byrd 
has claimed for the United States, 
and more distant groups of moun- 
tains and snow-covered land which 
are as yet unnamed and must be ex- 
plored before any definite informa- 


tion can be obtained concerning 
them. 


Commander Byrd’s Report. 


Secretary Adams gave out the re- 
port without comment. It read as 
follows: 


To the Secretary of the Navy: 

The following geographical and 
geological report of newly discov- 
ered areas is made: 

On Jan. 27, 1929, in the Fair- 
child plane, Stars and Stripes, the 
Rockefeller Range of mountains 
was discovered. 

On Feb. 18, 1929, an aerial sur- 
vey of this range was made by 
Captain A. O. McKinley. 

On March 7, 1929, Geologist L. 
M. Gould landed in the plane Vir- 
ginia at the base of one of the 
southern mountains of the range 
for the purpose of geological in- 
vestigation and geographical loca- 
tion of several mountains to form 
base points to make the aerial sur- 
vey less inaccurate. 

And so, for the first time, avia- 
tion has discovered a new land, 
surveyed it and landed on it for 
scientific investigation. 

These mountains consist of a 
group of scattered, low-lying, snow- 
swathed peaks and ridges. They 
are irregularly arranged in an are 
beginning in Lat. 78 degrees 14 min- 
utes S. and Long. 155 degrees 18 
minutes W. on the southeast, curv- 
ing thence toward the east as far 
as Long. 153 degrees 25 minutes W. 
and thence northward, where they 
terminate in Lat. 77 degrees 47 
minutes S. 

The are reaches its greatest 
width in Longitude 154 degrees. 
In this part of the group are also 
found the most prominent moun- 
tain masses. 


Wind-Swept Patches of Bare Rock. 


There are some forty peaks and 
ridges, only half of which exhibit 
patches of bare rock. In photo- 


graphs taken from the westward 
from altitude 6,000 feet, twenty in- 
significant patches of bare rock 
can be seen in addition to the bare 
peaks. These rocks appear to be 
struggling to keep their heads 
above the snow. 

The highest peaks and ridges 
are heavily flanked with snow. The 
remaining peaks, if I may call 
them such, appear as protuber- 
ances or bulges in the snow sur- 
face. The valleys are partly filled 
with snow and ice, so that from 
a plane the mountains do not ap- 
pear rugged or imposing.

dra Mountains. The lowest of the 
protuberances is about feet. 
while the highest peak is 2,075 
feet above sea level. The strong 
winds in this area appear to be 
northerly, as the bare rock of the 
peaks Is generally on the northern 
side. The same is true of the Alex- 
andra Mountains. 

The snow terrain about the 
mountain is from 300 to 400 feet 
above sea level and, except for its 
surface near the mountains, is 
composed of the same peculiar 
snow as the typical Ross Barrier 
about the Bay of Whales. 


Effects of Summer Melting. 

Adjacent to the mountains, and 
especially those which have the 
largest rock masses, considerable 
melting of the snow takes place 
during the Summer months. As a 
result, in many places the lower 


mountain slopes are encased within 
a thin rind of white to blue ice. 

Slightly further removed from 
the mountains the snow seems to 
thaw to a slushy mass, which at 
the time of our journey there in 
March was frozen into a white 
snow-ice mass. 

There is indication that during 

the warmer months ponds of wat- 
er collect. in some of the depres- 
sions on this slushy surface and 
with increasing cold stand out in 
contrast to their white surround- 
ings on account of the blue color 
of the ice they form. 
- The mountains are largely com- 
posed of granites and a cursory 
examination of the specimens col- 
lected suggests that they are pre- 
Cambrian, and therefore not allied 
with mountains that lie west of the 
Ross Barrier, but are probably of 
the same origin as the Alexandra 
Mountains. 

There is no movement of the ice 
and snow around the mountains 
and no evidence of glaciation. A 
few miles to the eastward of the 
mountains, however, there is an 
extensive plateau crevassed and ir- 
regular, indicating movement of 
the snow and ice over land. 


Two Majestic Peaks to the East. 


On Feb. 18, 1929, another new 
mountain range was discovered to 
the eastward of the Rockefeller 


Range. On the next flight this 
range was photographed from thé 
Stars and Stripes from a height of 
6,000 feet. 

On March 8, 1929, Professor 
Gould, while at the Rockefeller 
Mountains at latitude 78 degrees 
9 minutes 5 seconds south and 
longitude 154 degrees 27 minutes, 
saw a high peak of this range. 
From this point the peak bore 58 
degrees true from north and a tri- 
angulation indicated it to be about 
seventy miles from the point. 

However, on account of peculiar 
conditions of mirage that at times 
exist here, this distance may be in 
error. Next year this figure will 
be checked. 

This peak, as yet unnamed, has a 
majestic appearance, resembling the 
Matterhorn, and is probably over 
5,000 feet in height. Several miles 
from it in a southwesterly direc- 
tion is another peak equally ma- 
jestic. 

From it an imposing range runs 
in a southeasterly direction in the 
land east of the 150th meridian, 
which we have named Marie Byrd 
Land and which we have claimed 
for the United States. Some in 
this area we hope to survey next 
Summer. It is thought that this is 
probably a vast land. 


To Survey Snow-Covered Land. 


In the direction of this range and 
the Alexandra Mountains another 
smaller group of mountain pealis 
was discovered on Jan. 27, 1929, 


and again seen on Feb. 18, but we 
will not at this time give any data 
concerning it as it would be hap- 
hazard. We hope to locate them 
more accurately by aerial survey. 

On the same date, while flying 
westward a little south of the 
seventy-ninth meridian, at about 
; 155 degrees longitude, every one in 
both planes saw the outline of a 
mountain range far to the south- 
ward. The height of the snow sur- 
face beneath us indicated that 
snow-covered land extended to the 
south of us as far as this range. 

On the flight of Jan. 27, we flew 
beyond the Scott Nunataks and 
saw some interesting new snow- 
covered land. But we here again 
prefer not to make a definite re- 
port until we have made an aerial 
survey or obtained bearings. 

Captain McKinley has made an 
aerial survey of the Bay of Whales 
and the coast line as far as and in- 
cluding the Halflood Bay, about 
eighty miles (statute) to the east- 
ward, This shows some interesting 
Barrier edge formations and will 
change the coast line as now given 
on charts. 

A very conservative estimate 
shows that we have seen at least 
20,000 square miles (statute) of 
hitherto unknown Antarctic areas.

Sends Two Letters on Subject— 
Manager of Paper Insists En- 
dorsements Were Given.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Two let- 
ters were made public today by 
Dr. Hubert Work, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, re- 
pudiating the use of his name in 
a circular sent out in behalf of the 
National Republic, a monthly maga- 
zine published here, soliciting funds 
to carry out a campaign of education 
for the avowed purpose of ‘‘fighting 
radicalism’? in the United States. 

The circular, signed by Representa- 
tive Frank Murphy, a dry Republi- 
can of Ohio, solicited persons to 
whom it was addressed ‘‘to join a 
group of friends of the administra- 
tion here in Washington and over 
the country in helping to carry on 


an educational and publicity cam- 
paign in support of the administra- 
tion and sound government, and to 
meet and correct the flood of de- 
structive and. critical propaganda.”’ 


Denies Endorsing Movement. 
Accompanying the circular was a 
leaflet containing brief statements 
ascribed to Chairman Work, Chair- 
man Wood of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, and Senators 


Watson and Burton, commending the 
Republic’s enterprise and express- 


ing the hope that it would receive | 


financial support. 

In a letter addressed to Mr. Mur- 
phy, Chairman Work stated that he 
had not authorized such use of his 
name, and in one sent to Carl Rid- 
dick, former Representative from 
Montana, who is directing the ‘‘cam- 
paign of education’’ for the Republic, 
Dr. Work recalled that he had re- 
fused to sign a communication which, 
he said, had been submitted to him 
by Mr. Riddick, endorsing the move- 
ment in which the magazine is en- 
gaged. 


Text of the Letters. 


Here are Dr. Work’s letters, made 
public at the headquarters of the Re- 
publican National Committee: 

Hon. Frank Murphy, 

House of Representatives, 

Washington, D. C 
My dear Mr. Congressman: 

I see by the press and some let- 
ters sent out that I am supposed to 
be sponsoring a campaign to raise 
funds for the National Republic, a 
non-partisan magazine, published 
in this city. 

I have not authorized the use of 
my name as an individual or as 
Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee for this purpose 
and I object to the use of my name 
personally or officially, directly or 
by inference, without my knowl- 
edge and consent, no matter how 
worthy the purpose may be.

Ford Says He Prefers Employes, 35 to 60, 
As Making a Stable, Experienced Force | 





PHILADELPHIA, June 28 (#).— 
Henry Ford, in the July issue of 
The Ladies’ Home Journal, says that 
he should prefer, if he could make 
the choice, to have all his employes 
between 35 and 60 years of age. 

“For then,’’ the automobile man- 
ufacturer adds, ‘‘we should have a 
stable and experienced force. We 
would not care how much over aixty 
the men were so long as they could 
do their work. 

‘“‘Under no circumstances would we 
have a working force made up of 
only young men,’’ Ford says. ‘‘It 
is absolutely necessary, in order to 
get the work through, to have a solid 
framework of older and more experi- 
enced men who know exactly what 
they are doing. 


“It is not to be expected that a 
man of seventy will have as much 


endurance as one of twenty-five. It 
is not at all necessary that he should 
have, for by the time a man reached 
seventy he ought to have something 
a great deal more valuable than 
physical strength. 

“The records of the employment 
department show that the work 
which calls for endurance is best 
served as a rule by men who are 
forty and over. Younger men seem 


to tire of jobs of this kind rather 
quickly and.want to be transferred 
to lighter work.

10,000 ARE HOMELESS 
IN INDIAN FLOODS 


Villages Are Swept Away and 
All Commanications Are Cat— 
$1,000,000 Damages Seen. 


AKYAB, India, June 28 (”).—Total 
damage estimated at nearly $1,000,- 
000 has been done by floods resulting 


swept away several villages. An of- 
ficial summary today said there had 
been disastrous effects in the town- 
ships of Kyauktam and Myohaung, 
one of the most thickly populated 
and prosperous areas in this district,

Full grown buffaloes 
survived but few bullocks, cows and 
calves lived. 

In the village of Mahamuni, North- 
east Kauktam, only four of 120 
{houses were lIcft standing. Loss of 
|human life was fortunately small, 


but damage was heavy. The whole 
|Kaladan Valley from Paletwa to 
| Myonaung was affected over a width 
of sixty miles. The government is 
taking relief measures and will pro- 
vide food and seed grain.

A proposal to bring economic pres- 
sure to bear on nations violating the 
Kellogg peace pact, through a boy- 
cott by business men of all dealings 
with the offending country, is being 
carried to Amsterdam for consider- 
ation at the International Chamber 
of Commerce meeting there. The 
plan was written by Herbert S. Hous- 
ton of New York, one of the 150 del- 
egates who sailed for the meeting 
last night on the Holland-American 
liner Statendam. 

Mr. Houston’s proposal takes the 
form of a resolution which provides 
that ‘‘the American committee en- 


deavor to secure a strong recom- 
mendation from the International 
Chamber to its constituent bodies in 
all countries that have ratified the 
eace pact, to the effect that the 
usiness men of those countries be 
urged to refrain from selling to or 
buying from or otherwise having 
commercial or financial dealings 
with the nationals of a country or 
the government of a country that 
breaks its pledge under the Kellogg 
peace pact.”’ 
The proposal is said to be the first 
in history which seeks to obtain 
the coherence of business men as 
such without regard to nationality 
to preserve the principle of peace 
plage frtebs the world. Members of 
the delegation who discussed the 
meagure referred to it as a unique 
and vital document.

Correspondence with the State De- 
partment on this point is cited and 
shows that the Japanese Chargé 
d’Affaires presented a memorandum 
to Mr. Kellogg last July pointing out 
that the words could not signify that 
the Emperor signed as the agent of 
the ple and t the Secretary re- 
plied that as by the Ja ese Con- 
stitution the Emperor signed in his 
own name and not for his people, 
the phrase could not signify agency 
of any kind. 

So ends the controversy about the 
phrase, which has needlessly excited 
the Japanese ple and menaced 
the existence of the Tanaka Govern- 
ment for months. The episode may 
serve as a lesson on the unforeseen 
contingencies which may arise from 
the use of superfluous words in an 
international. treaty.

CONVICTED FENCE TOOK 
STOLEN GEMS TO CELL 


Jeweler Guilty of Handling Stein 
Hold-Up Loot Sentenced—T ook 
Exhibits by “Mistake.” 


How ten small diamonds, valued at 
$400, disappeared from the prosecu- 
tor’s table in ‘General Sessions last 
week while a trial was in progress, 
was revealed yesterday when Judge 
Nott sentenced Aaron Hechtman, 43 
years old, a manufacturing jeweler. 
to from six to twelve years in Sing 
Sing for criminally receiving dia- 
monds obtained by gunmen in a hold- 
up last October. 

As sentence was about to be im- 
posed on Hechtman, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Harold W. Hastings 
told the court that the diamonds had 
been found in Hechtman’s cell in the 
Tombs after Hechtman was taken 
there, following his conviction. They 
had been used during the trial as 
exhibits, Mr. Hastings added, but 
had vanished from the prosecutor's 


table. 

Hechtman’s lawyer, James D. ©. 
Murray, explained to Judge Nott 
that his client had taken the dia- 
monds in mistake for others used by 
the defense counsel during the trial 
in the examination of diamond ex- 
perts. 

Hechtman, whose home was at 172 
East Ninety-fifth Street, Brooklyn, 
had been indicted originally for par- 
ticipation in the hold-up of two jew- 
elers in the office of the A. K. 5S. 
Jewelry Company, 74 West Forty- 
sixth Street, last Oct: 8, in which 
$190,000 in diamonds was obtained by 
three armed men. 

Solomon Stein, an executive of the 
jewelry firm, and Joseph Goldmuntz, 
a diamond dealer, of 10 West Forty- 
seventh Street, were the victims of 
the hold-up men. Stein recently 
committed suicide. 

Three months after the hold-up 
Richard C. Murphy, counsel for the 
Jewelers’ Security Alliance, had Jack 
Wolfner, an_ ex-conyict, call on 
Hechtman in his office. at 64 Fulton 
Street and purchase $1,588 in dia- 
monds, which later were identified 
as ‘part of the loot.

Diplomats Maintain Discretion. 


Of course, those who are impatient 
may not take into full consideration 
the traditional discretion of British 
diplomats or the announced discre- 
tion of General Dawes in his func- 
tions. But that does not elminate 
the impatience which is creeping up 
and which may pester the statesmen 
in their dealing with the tremen- 
dously difficult problem of trying to 
measure tools of war in terms of 
peace.

Schacht Demands Free Rhine. 


At the conclusion of his speech Dr. | 
Schacht expressed a hope that the | 
Reichstag would not vote for ratifi- | 
eation of the Young plan unless the 


Rhineland were evacuated uncondi- 
tionally and unless a_ satisfactory 
arrangement were concluded in re- 
spect to the future of the Sarre. 

The acceptance of the Young plan 
by the German delegates was de- 
fended by Dr. Schacht on the ground 
that it was their belief that it would | 
actively promote the realization of | 
international economic and political | 
peace. 

He said: . 

“The outcome of the Paris con- 
ference of experts cannot be called 
a happy one for Germany, and if the 
German delegates, despite this con- 
viction, affixed their signatures to 

‘the Young plan the German people 
are plainly entitled to an accounting 
of their delegates’ stewardship. It 
is wholly immaterial whether their 
acccptance was dictated by economic, 
political or psychological considera- 
tions, they were wholly actuated by 
the desire to determine whether, 
under the existing conditions, better 
terms could be secured for the Ger- 
man people and whether the newly 
accepted proposals constituted a bet- 
terment of the existing commitments.

ZEPPELIN TO START IN JULY 


Dirigible Will Leave on World 
Cruise at End of Month. 
Special Cable to THe New YorK TIMES. 

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, June 28.— 
The Graf Zeppelin will probably start 
a world cruise at the end of July 
according to present indications. The 
giant German dirigible which is now 
being fitted with new motors, will 
make a trial trip sometime between 
July 10 and 20. 

The Zeppelin’s route around the 
world is now fixed. It will fly from 
Friedrichshafen across the Atlantic 
to Lakehurst and after several days 
there it will return to Friedricn- 
shafen. The flight from here will 
then be to Tokio where, if necessary, 
the motors will be either repaired or 
replaced. New ones are now on their 
way to Tokio. 

From Japan the route goes over 
the Pacific to California and after 
another stop at Lakehurst the Zeppe- 
lin will sail home again to Fried- 
richshafen. 

The entire trip, it is estimated, will 
take eighteen to twenty days.

BALBOA, Canal Zone, June 28.— 
‘Lieut. Commander George Lawrence 
White, medical officer of the Fif- 
teenth Naval District, has been given 
up as lost by local naval authorities 
after his disappearance from a motor 
launch early this morning en route 
to the Perlas Islands with a fishing 
party. 

A search was begun by the launch 
on which he was a passenger im- 
mediately after his disappearance 
was discovered at 6 A. M. Other 
launches joined the search later, and 
navy seaplanes from the air station 
at Coco Solo continued it all day 
with no result. 

Commander White left Balboa at 
2:30 with Commander Cleveland Mc- 
Cauley, communications officer; 
James Drum, manager of the local 
branch of the National City Bank, 
and F. H. Farnsworth, representa- 
tive of the West India Oil Company, 
in a navy motor launch. 

All of the party retired and Com- 
mander’ White was seen at 3:30 
when the launch was about fifteen 
miles from Balboa.

STARTS TRAFFIC SURVEY 
ON NARROW STREETS 


Citizens Committee Will Begin 
Tour of Manhattan Today to 
Learn Parking Conditions. 


The New York Citizens Street Traf- 
fic Committee, 41 Park Row, an- 
nounced yesterday that it will begin 
today a survey of the narrow streets 
in the congested business sections of 
all five boroughs with a view to mak- 
ing. recommendations to the city 
authorities to prohibit parking on 
certain of these thoroughfares. 

The survey, which will require sev- 
eral weeks, will be started with an 
examination of the traffic conditions 
on certain streets from the Battery 
to 135th Street. Several hundred 
men will work on the entire survey 
and the traffic committee has been 
assured of the cooperation of tho 
traffic bureau of the various Cham- 
bers of Commerce and other civic 
organizations in the five boroughs. 
The committee proposes to recom- 
mend that ‘‘no parking’’ streets be 
designated by the authorities to pro- 
mote the free flow of traffic through 
narrow thoroughfares, 

It was also announced that the sub- 
committee on — has submitted 
a recommendation at sight-seeing 
buses be prohibited from parking on 
the streets and that they be com- 
pelled to use bus terminals as in the 
cases of other buses, This recom- 
mendation was approved by. the or- 
ganization and will be submitted 
shortly to Mayor Walker. 

In its report, the parking sub- 
committee pointed out that the park- 
ing of sight-seeing buses on various 
streets adds to congestion and does 
not permit the free flow of traffic. 

An announcement was made also 
yesterday by the Forty-second Street 
Property Owners and Merchants As- 
sociation that it will meet at 3 P. M. 
on Monday at the Commodore to dis- 
cuss the question ‘‘whether or not 
responsible executives in the Grand 
Central zone’’ should take some 
steps to relieve the present traffic 
conditions in that zone.

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Referee Defaults Seligson in College Tennis Play—Tilden Wins, -at Wimbledon 





COLLEGE NET TITLE 
LOST BY SBLIGSON 


Referee Beard Defaults Na- 
tional Champion, Who Believed 
Rain Would Prevent Play. 








ACTION IS UNPRECEDENTED 





Seligson, Charging Discrimina- 
tion, to Protest—President 
Collom Upholds Ruling. 





MANGIN DEFEATS JACOBS 





Wins by 11-9, 6-4, 6-4 in Match

HAVERFORD, Pa., June 28.—An 
eccurrence without precedent in 
American tennis cost Julius Seligson 
of Lehigh University his national in- 
tercollegiate crown tonight when he 
was defaulted by the referee, Charles 
N. Beard of Philadelphia, after he 
had failed to appear late in the after- 
noon for his semi-final match with 
Berkeley Bell of Texas in the cham- 

ionship tournament in progress at 

e Merion Cricket Club. ; 

Bell thereby advanced to the final 
round and tomorrow afternoon at 
2:30 will meet Gregory Mangin of 
Georgetown for the title. angin 
defeated Eddie Jacobs of Pittsburgh 
in the other semi-final, 11—9, . 
6—4. The semi-finals of the doubles 
were postponed until tomorrow and 
the concluding round will be staged 
on Sunday. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
default of the defending titleholder, 
which marks the first time a na- 
tional champion has been shorn of 
his crown by the dictum of a tourna- 
ment official, and against which 
Seligson will make protest tomorrow 
to P. Schuyler Van Bloem, president 
of the Eastern Tennis Association, 
were most unfortunate and brought 
forth expressions of sympathy for 
him from many of the players here. 


At the Club Early. 


Seligson was at the club early this 
afternoon when Mangin and Jacobs 
went on the court for their match. 
At the time the sky was darkened 
with black clouds and at 2:15, when 

lay actually started, rain was fall- 
ng in a fine, steady stream. 

Mangin and Jacobs played to 4-all 
in the first set when they had to 
abandon the court. They had hardly 
reached the shelter of the clubhouse 
when a cloudburst drenched the 
courts, over which waterproof covers 
had hastily been drawn. 

As the rain continued to come down 
in sheets, pes be took it for granted 
that any further play today would 
be impossible and left in a motor car 
with friends for Philadelphia. Short- 
ly before 5 o’clock the rain stopped 
and the courts were put in readiness 
for the resumption of play. Mangin 
and Jacobs went out again to resume 
be as match where play had been left 
off. 
A net was also put up on the ad- 
joining court for the Seligson-Bell 
match, but there was no sign of 
Seligson and no one knew his where- 
abouts except that he had told his 
father that he was going to Philadel- 

hia and would call up the club later 

n the afternoon. The tournament 
officials waited until the end of the 
Mangin-Jacobs match and then went 
into conference. At 6 o’clock or 
thereabouts they announced that Sel- 
igson had been defaulted. 


Rain Still Coming Down. 


Seligson, in the meantime, had 
reached Philadelphia and stayed there 
until 5 o’clock. The rain, he stated, 
was still coming down hard in Phila- 
delphia and he ‘‘did not dream that 
they could be playing at the club.” 
Shortly after 5 he drove to the Ger- 
mantown Cricket Club to pick up an- 
other friend, and they then proceeded 
back to Philadelphia to have dinner. 

On the way to the city he saw a car 
with a Lehigh banner on it and found 
out that his brother, Sidney Seligson, 
was in it. His brother, who had been 
at the club, informed him that he had 
been defaulted. 

“TIT was dumfounded,” said Selig- 
son, ‘‘and we turned around and 
drove at once to Haverford.” 

Arriving at the club, Seligson 
sought out Mr. Beard. He admitted 


that he had been wrong in not calling 


up before 5 to find out if there would 


be any further play and stated that 


he was ready to abide by the decision 
of the referee without protest.

Test Shows Denver Altitade 
Will Not Affect Men in Meet 


‘ Athletes who have feared that 
the altitude of 5,280 feet at Den- 
ver, Col., where the National A.

‘Agrees to Obtain Release of Miss

Litigation over the deathbed will 
of Arnold Rothstein was officially 
closed yesterday when Surrogate 
O’Brien approved a compromise en- 
tered into by the slain gambler's 
family and the exectuors and 
trustees named in the invalidated 
testament. The order consents to the 
appointment of Jack Rothstone, 
Rothstein’s brother, and John J. 
Glynn, nephew of former Governor 
Smith, as substituted executors, and 
discloses the terms.of the agreement 
by which the executors renounced 
thcir positions. 

Assemblyman Maurice F. Cantor, 
accused by the Rothstein family of 
exercising undue influence in con- 
nection with the execution of the 
will cross-marked by the gambler 
on Nov. 5, the day before he died in 
Polyclinic Hospital, is to receive 
$102,500 in lieu of commissions and 
legal fees he would have received 
as an executor and trustee. In re- 
turn he has agreed to obtain a re- 
lease from Miss Inez Norton, Roth- 
stein’s showgirl sweetheart, of all 
her claims upon the estate and is to 
compensate her for the loss of the 
trust fund which was to have been 
created for her from a sixth of the 
$2,750,000 -estate. 

Samuel Brown, the second exec- 
utor, is to receive $55,000, and Wil- 
liam Wellman, the third, $15,000. 
‘All three payments are to be made 


within six months. None of the trio, 
however, forfeits his rights as a 
legatee under the will that is being 
robated.. This instrument, dated 
March 1, 1928, stipulated that Can- 
tor, Wellman and Brown were to 


share equally in the principal of a 
$75,000 trust fund established by the 
decedent for. his friend Sidney 
Staeger when the fund terminates 
in 1939. Wellman and Brown also 
get 5 per cent of the residuary 
estate. 

The compromise, which was -ef- 
fected on April 19 after determined 
efforts by Surrogate. O’Brien to 
arrange a settlement and avoid the 
expense of a protracted jury trial, 
could not be approved by the court 
until yesterday, when Wellman 
finally consented to relinquish his 
executorship.

7-2UK of the Radio Corporation of 
America at Somerville that the test 
has begun. 

The messages are to be sent out 
in code so radio listeners unac- 
quainted with the plans will not be 
alarmed.- Major Macy said those 
listed to participate in the demon- 
stration are Red Cross units of 
Somerville, Newark and New York 
County; relief airplanes of the 
United States Air Forces, a special 
contingent of the New Jersey State 
motorcycle police, the Curtiss Flying 
Service and other organizations. 

The message transmitted from the 
Radio Corporation is to be inter- 
cepted on a special portable radio 
outfit installed for the occasion at 
Military Park Square, Newark, by 
Eric Palmer Jr., a young Brooklyn 
wireless amateur. The transmitter 
is operated entirely by batteries, 
Major Macy said. he planes of the 
army service, the Red Cross units 
of Newark and New York County 
are to be summoned through the 
message relayed from Military Park 
ever the portable station, the call let- 
ters of which are W-2ATZ. Assist- 
ing young Palmer at Military Park 
will be another radio amateur of 
Brooklyn, Joseph Goldstein, and Ed- 
ward A. Macy.

wecpon was found in Wilson's room 





in the Hotel Manger on Thursday 
night when detectives examined a 
trunk there. 

Ownership of the trunk was dis- 
claimed by Wilson, who said that 
it had been put in his room several 
months ago and without his knowl- 
edge. In addition to the pistol the 
police obtained ‘‘valuable’’ docu- 
ments, some of which were being 
traced in Boston yesterday. 

“‘There is no reason to believe that 
Wilson had a permit in Massachu- 
setts for a pistol,’’ said the commis- 
sioner, ‘‘and certainly he had none 
for a gun here. The Boston permit 
would not hold good here, in any 
event.”’ 

There was no effort to resume 
questioning of Wilson or the other 
witnesses during the day. The four 
others are Miss Mary Seiden, known 
as ‘‘Mickey of the Rendezvous,”’ a 
night club Marlow was interested in 
at one time; Al Seigel, Coney Island 
instructor in the dance; 
Coppa, proprietor of La Tavernelle, 
West Fifty-second Street restaurant 
from which Marlow rode to his 
death, and Edward W. Lewis of Bos- 
ton, known as ‘‘Boston Louie.”’

While the witnesses have surcease 
from the attentions of the. police, 
the detectives appeared to put re- 
newed emphasis on their investiga- 


tion of Marlow . himself. They 
learned, for instance, that Marlow 
had been borrowing extensively and 
that his own finances were at low 
ebb. Two years ago, Mr. Whalen 
reported, Marlow had gone to Sara- 
toga Springs with a ‘‘shoestring”’ 
and one horse... At the close of the 
racing season Marlow came _ back 
with eighteen horses and $750,000. 
The money went quickly, women 
and gamblers getting most of it. 

Marlow’s family life also was rein- 
vestigated. The man’s right name 
was Gandolfo Curto, and from the 
widow, Mrs. Minnie Curto, the po- 
lice learncd that Marlow had been 
planning to divcrce her. This fitted 
in with word from London that Do- 
lores Farris, dancer ‘‘sweetheart’’ of 
the racketeeer, now playing in the 
musical comedy ‘‘The New Moon,’ 
had expected Marlow to get a decree 
and marry her. 

The slain man’s plan, as the police 
had it, was to induce Mrs. Curto to 
move to Cleveland, so that Marlow 
could take advantage of the less 
stringent Ohio divorce statutes. Mrs. 
Curto’s relatives, however, suspected 
the ruse, and ‘‘bad blood’’ between 
them and Marlow was the outcome. 

The commissioner was asked about 
persistent reports that the police had 
found the murder sedan. He admit- 
ted that the police had ‘‘looked over’’ 
a car which fitted the description 
of the one used to spirit Marlow to 
Flushing and his death, but con- 
ceded that this car had not been 
definitely identified as the death car. 

The funeral of Marlow was at 2 
P. M. from the three-room apart- 
ment at 92 Second Avenue. fty 
patrolmen under Captain Louis Cos- 
tuma, the gun squad under Captain 
Anthony Kelly and scores of detec- 
tives mingled with the crowd which 
jammed the avenue from curb to 
curb. 

The metal coffin cost $300 instead 
of $10,000, and the Broadway which 
Marlow had made his own for so 
many years remained away from the 
funeral. But there were six open 
barouches filled with flowers. One 
was a heart-shaped piece with a 
clock of roses on it. The hands of 
the clock pointed to 9:45, which was 
the hour on Monday night when 
Marlow died. This was sent by the 
slain man’s brother-in-law, Francisco 
Barbaro. 

Another large floral piece was sent 
by Texas Guinan. Others who sent 
flowers were Harry Jacobs, Mike 
Duffy of Philadelphia, ‘‘Owney and 
Frenchy,” taken to refer to Owen 
Madden, ex-gangster, and Little 
Frenchy, a pal; Bill Duffy, the fight 
manager; Ben Martin, Harry Block 
and John Costello. 

Religious services were omitted at 
the home and at the Calvary Ceme- 
tery where, with only the family and 
close friends present, the coffin was 
lowered to the grave at the height 
of yesterday’s heavy rainstorm. e- 
tectives loitered on the fringe of the 
mourners at the gravevard.

“VISIT” BOSTON RACKETEERS. 


Four More New York Detectives 
Hunt Marlow Clues There. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, June 28.—Four more New 
York detectives arrived in Boston to- 
day, re-enforcing the two who have 
been here for several days investi- 
gating Boston angles of the murder 
of Frank Marlow in New York last 
Monday night. The direct result was 
a series of ‘‘visits’’ to various down- 
town racketeer hangouts, the ques- 
tioning of some twenty persons and 
an effort to clear up the status of 
the Massachusetts car in which Mar- 
low was ‘‘taken foc a ride.”’ 

The machine, which was reported 
to the New York police as stolen 
some weeks ago, was registered in 
the name of Louis Hurwitz of 
Goodale Road, Dorchester, according 
to Police Inspector Timothy F. She- 
han of the Boston department, and 
is one of four registered under the 
same name, but at different ad- 
dresses. 

The Hurwitz, believed by the po- 
lice to own the machine, is a fish 
merchant with business establish- 
ments on Fulton Street here, and on 
Hudson Street in New York. He is 
known to have been an acquaintance 
of Marlow and when in New York, 
stopped at the Hotel Manger, where 
Johnny Wilson, now held as a ma- 
terial witness by New York police, 
made his home—a fact considered 
significant by Boston police. 

The persons rounded up for ques- 
tioning here today were mainly 
sought as a result of telephone num- 
bers and addresses obtained by the 
New York police from Marlow’s room 
at the Hotel Victoria and Wilson’s 
quarters at the Hotel Manger. The 
police declined to divulge any names, 
but from the places they visited it 
was gathered that most of those 
questioned were engaged in alcohol 
or gambling traffic. 

The New York detail which arrived 
here today included Lieutenant De- 
tective Richard Fennelley and Detec- 
tives David J. Mahoney, Ignatius J. 
Kane and John J. Callahan. Their 
presence in Boston was not known 
at headquarters here until several 
hours after they had left their train 
at the South Station. They did not 
report to Superintendent Crowley on 
their arrival and there was an im- 
pression that they had been doing 
some sleuthing on their own account 
before coming up to headquartera.

LETTERS FROM BORAH 
POTENT IN RUSSIA 


Visitors From Here Find They 
Open Way More Than Any 
Other Endorsement. 





WASHINGTON, June 28 (*).—Amer- 
icans traveling in Russia on business, 
scientific or other missions have 
found that letters written for them 
by Senator Borah, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, are of 


almost inestimable value in facilitat- 
ing their movements in the Soviet 
Union. 

Some travelers have described such 
letters as ‘‘magic wands,’’ opening to 
them territory from which even the 
nationals of other countries having 
diplomatic relations with Russia are 
barred and in obtaining privileges 
first refused upon the presentation 
of passports issued ‘by Russian diplo- 
mats in Paris, Berlin and other Euro 
pean capitals. 

Wora of the potency of the Borah 
letters, or, to be more exact, of the 
signature ‘‘William E. Borah,” 
scrawled in the handwriting of the 
leading proponent of American recog- 
nition of the Soviet Government, has 
traveled far and wide in this country 
with a result that the Idaho Senator 
receives almost daily requests for 
such documents. They come not 
only directly from business men and 
scientists, but from Senators and 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives in behalf of constituents, with 
one from William . Howard Taft, 
Chief Justice of the United States. 

During May and the fore part of 
this month, Senator Borah issued 
from one to three letters a day. These 
are not addressed directly to any 
official of the Soviet Union, but 
merely ‘‘to whom this letter may be 
presented.’’ They are issued only to 
persons known personally to the 
Senator or vouched for by a personal 
acquaintance. 


|FAVORS MRS. WEBB’S STAND 


| London Considers Refusal of Rank 
| of Peerage Correct. 


LONDON, June 28 UP).—Mrs. Sid- 
ney Webb’s resolution to remain 
plain Mrs. Webb and not accompany 
her distinguished husband, now 
Secretary of State for the Dominions 
and Colonies, in his elevation to the 
peerage is accepted here as socially 


and constitutionally correct. ‘‘Lord 
Passfield and Beatrice Webb’’ will 
now sign the books which ‘‘‘Beatrice 
and Sidney Webb’’ used to write, 
and Mrs. Webb’s situation will be 
anomalous but not illegal. 

Both, whose names have been con- 
stantly bracketed in works on po- 
litical economy and labor problems 
since 1894, lose something by the new 
peerage. Mrs. Webb refuses the title 
and prestige. Mr. Webb has lost 
both his vote as a citizen and his 
right to sit in the House of Com- 
mons. Mrs. Webb has lost neither. 
Nevertheless, she has created an en- 
tircly new situation in matters of 
social precedence. 

The impression has grown that 
Lord Passfield will not long hold his 
portfolio of the Dominions in the 
Government, but will retire in favor 
of Vernon Hartshorn when the lat- 
iter has completed his work on the 
|Indian Statutory Commission. ‘The 
| Government is said to be considerin 
separation of the Dominions om 
Colonies into two departments, with 
Lord ,Passfield Secretary for the 
Dominions and Mr. Hartshorn Sec- 
retary for the Colonies. This is con- 
sidered probable because of the Im- 
perial Conference ‘to be held next 
year.

urgess said. 

He explained that a strict interpre- 
tation of this order would prevent 
the purchase of cattle and native 
products of the Republic of Panama 
and fresh supplies from neighboring 
countries. 

Secretary Good explained, Colonel 
Burgess anid. that it was not his in- 
tention to bar such purchases and 
that he did not want to increase the 
living costs of canal workers, whose 
pay is based on the cheap food ob- 
tainable at the canal. 

Secretary Good added, Colonel 
Burgess said, that he desired the 
canal commissaries to purchase 
products grown in the United States 
when the United States is producing 
a surplus of such products. 

That this would contribute ma- 
pach to farm relief is not consid- 
ered likely, as the total purchases of 
the commissaries amount to less 
than $10,000,000 a year, of which al- 
most $7,000,000 is expended in the 
United States. 

The purchases in Panama have 
been largely cattle and native food 
products, and they amount to less 
than $500,000 yearly, but this is a 
considerable item for Panama, which 
has complained of the competition of 
the commissaries and would complain 
more if it lost this trade. 

The total purchases of the com- 
missaries in Latin-American coun- 
tries are less than $1,000,000 yearly, 
and in Europe and the Orient about 
$1,000,000. 

The commissaries sell to employes 
of the canal, to the army and navy 
and to ships using the canal.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Thirty- 
five member of the diplomatic corps 
in Washington have been stopped by 
the local police and warned for traf- 
fic violations in the last thirteen 
years, Major Henry G. Pratt, Super- 
intendent of Police, informed the 
Senate today in response to a reso- 
lution passed a few days before the 
Summer legislative recess began. 

The resolution asked for names of 
the diplomats and members of their 
staffs arrested or warned for driv- 
ing while intoxicated or for other 
fraffic offenses. Major Pratt did not 
list the offenses for which they had 
been halted and therefore it was im- 
possible to discern which had been 
accused of ‘‘drunken driving,’’ at 
which the resolution was largely 
aimed. 

The police chief notified the Sen- 
ate that as the foreign representa- 
tives enjoyed diplomatic immunity 
they had not been arrested but had 
been ‘‘stopped and warned.”’

‘In accordance with Senate Reso- 
lution 94 there is attached hereto a 
compilation setting forth the names 
and nationalities of all representa- 
tives of foreign countries attached 
to or employed by foreign legations 
who have been stopped and warned 
by members of the police depart- 
ment for operating automobiles in 
the District of Columbia while un- 
der the influence of liquor or for 
other traffic violations. 

“In this connection you are ad- 
vised that representatives of foreign 
countries and attachés of their re- 
spective offices, duly accredited, are 
exempt from arrest by reason of 
diplomatic immunity; therefore, we 
have no record of the arrest of any 
members of the diplomatic service.”’

The balance of the 
purchase price—$5,242,000—is to be 
paid on or about July 22, making the 
total payments $5,822,000 In addi- 
tion, the Harrison-Rye Realty Cor- 
poration is to take over mortgages 
of $1,750,000 held by the Cleveland 
Discount Company and _ $246,000 
worth of notes held by members of 
the Westchester Biltmore Country 
Club. The club will be leased by the 
Harrison-Rye Corporation to the 





Westchester Country Club, organized.

club. 

Mr. Breen. said that 1,000 members 
of the club have approved.the trans- 
action and have sent in new subscrip- 


tions called for by the Harrison-Rye 
Realty Corporation.

TARIFF REACTIONS IN 
ENGLAND. 


The suggestion of The London Eve- 
ning Standard that England must 
turn toward a closer economic union 
within the empire in order to pro- 
tect herself on the one hand from 
the United States and on the other 
from a Europe bound together by 
preferential tariffs revives a discus- 
sion which has periodically occupied 
much space in the English press. 
That Iurope will band together 
against England as well as against 
the United States seems so unlikely 
as to carry little weight. Yet the 
discussion remains of special inter- 
est for the outside world as well as 
for the British. Nor does the prac- 
tical impossibility of dividing the 
economic world thus artificially into 
three supposedly antagonistic groups 
blind one to the possible consequences 
to the world should the British effec- 
tively lower the trade barriers that 
separate various parts of the empire. 

The Dominions and India have 
their own customs tariffs, and 
whereas the former grant substan- 
tial preferences to goods coming 
from Great Britain, India makes no 
discrimination in England’s favor. 
For a number of years there have 
been two opposite tendencies—one, 
manifested in the Dominions, to in- 
crease protection, against English 
as well as foreign imports; and the 
other, centred in England, to estab- 
lish free trade within the empire, 
but to impose tariffs on foreign 
goods which compete with imperiai 
products. 

This latter school has developed 
the theory that the empire is, or can 
be made to be, self-sufficient. But, 
so far as existing studies indicate, 
the British Empire lacks certain 
essential raw materials and has to 
depend largely on foreign sources 
for others. There is not enough oil, 
sugar, silk, copper, cotton, lead or 
wheat produced within the empire 
to meet its needs, and practically 
no coffee, mercury or sulphur—to 
name but a few of a long list of im- 
portant raw materials. This does 
not mean that, especially so far as 
agricultural products are concerned, 
it may not be possible greatly to in- 
crease the empire’s production. But 
it will be long before enough of the 
missing minerdls, and enough arti- 
cles not now produced within the 
empire, can be made at home to 
meet imperial demands. 

Not only the United Kingdom, but 
the empire as a whole, is still in 
large measure dependent on foreign 
markets for the sale as well as for 
the purchase of goods of all sorts. 
Less than a third of Great Britain’s 
imports come from empire sources. 
Scarcely 45 per cent of her exports 
go to the empire. Europe and the 
United States still take the bulk of 











stances it is not probable that the 
empire can make itself economically 
independent. 

This does not imply, however, that 
the imperial free-trade movement 
may not be useful both to arouse 
Europeans and to serve as an in- 
direct threat of reprisal against the 
unreasonableness of America’s lfat- 
est tariff proposals. If ever Con- 
gress begins to understand that—to 
take but a single instance, Canada 
will be driven by our new tariff into 
drawing closer her economic rela- 
tions with Britain and severing 
those with us—it may be able to 
appraise tariff problems more saga- 
ciously than it has to date.

Such academic application will be 
the least of the varied uses, estketic 
and practical, to which this new 
miracle of television may ke put. 
One's imagination thinks of flowers 
held in the hand of the lover, yet 
displayed in view of the loved one 
far away; of the splendors of the 
sunrise and the gorgeous hues of 
the sunset shared by those in moun- 
tain valleys or out upon the sea with 
those who are shut up in cities; of 
an afternoon in the Louvre spent 
at the end of a telephone receiver 
in a sick room. Distance has new 
enchantments to add to those which 
are visible to the naked eye or the 
telescope. And such practical uses 
may be suggested as picking out 


garments by telephone or flashing | 


color telephone orders for paints 
and stains. 


All these things seem fantastic | 
now, but they are not more so than | 


the sending of signals by electricity 
seemed a century ago. JOSEPH 
Henry, who first made a bell tinkle 
at one end of a mile of wire, 
stretched around a room of the school 
in which he was teaching, by excit- 
ing an electromagnet at the other, 
attracted the wonder of a larger 
world when as a professor at Prince- 
ton he used to order his luncheon 
by his electric wire. 1n this new in- 
vention making possible and prac- 
ticable the transmission of color is 
a promise that it may in time travel 
as widely as sound and so multiply 
the beauty in the earth by making 
it appear in more places than one 
at the same moment. This is said 
in confident belief which the lay 
world has come to hold that sci- 
ence will once more accomplish the 
impossible and again perform a 
miracle. 











HOUSING FOR WORKERS. 


There are several ways of dealing 
with the slums. One is to tear down 
the old tenements and build anew. 
Another is to offer inducements to 
those who live in them to move to 
less congested areas. A difficulty 
with the first method is the high 
cost of land. It is of little use to 
build modern tenements on the low- 
er east side if they are to be so 
expensive that the range of apart- 
ment prices will be out of reach of 
small wage earners. For a long 
time this consideration blocked 
Mayor WALKER’S Chrystie Street 
project. Some experts have found it 
difficult to figure how model tene- 
ments can be erected there to rent 
as low as ten dollars or eleven dol- 
lars a room. Yet the administration 
has evidently concluded that the 
enterprise is now feasible, for the 
Board of Estimate has formally ap- 
proved it. It will be interesting to 
see whether the Mayor is able to 
secure for this experiment the pri- 
vate capital on which he has been 
counting. 

Meanwhile, progress is being 
made in the attempt to provide more 
decent housing in less congested 
areas for those who now dwell on 
the lower east side. The recently 
published report of the State Board 
of Housing describes the effort of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ 
Union .to solve the housing problem 
for its members. Here is a group 
with a local membership of about 
60.000. Most of them live in Man- 
hattan below Fourteenth Street. 
Their average rate of wages is $39 
a week—$30 a week when adjusted 
to allow for the seasonal character 
of the industry. Before this enter- 
prise was started many families 
knew no dwellings except) the old-

BYRD’S ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 


In Antarctica today Commander 
| RICHARD ByrD and BERNT BALCHEN 
are talking about their flight to 
Paris in the tri-motor plane Amer- 
ica, which was begun two years azo 
on June 29, 1927, at Roosevelt Field. 


a black night in the air that seemed 
to portend disaster. Their compan- 
ions, Flight Engineer GEORGE W. 
NOVILLE and Pilot ACOsTA, must also 
be thinking today of the adventure 
from which they escaped with their 
lives. In the long Antarctic night, 
which lasts four months, remem- 
brance of the flight must have a 
peculiar effect on the Commander 
and on BALCHEN, for it was in a 
sinister darkness, 
night, that the America was driven 
|across the Atlantic in the worst 
weather ever encountered by avia- 
tors, with a glimpse of France at 
last, only to run immediately into a 
night that was depressingly dark 
and baffling. Then the problem of 
coming down somewhere without 
crashing had to be faced. Antarc- 
tica can hold no greater peril for 
Commander BYRD and the faithful 
BALCHEN. 

The elements were all against the 
adventurers, but methodical scien- 
tific preparations had been made for 
the ordeal; and in fair weather the 
crossing would have been an agree- 
able experience and a demonstration 
of efficiency. As it was, BYRD and 
his companions owed their safety at 
the last to the precautions that had 
been taken. “ We wanted to be sci- 
entific,’ said ByrD in his account of 
the flight; ‘‘ to point the way for the 
“transatlantic plane of the future 
“to the practical way of crossing 
“the Atlantic commercially.” The 
tri-motor plane was decided on. Such 
a machine had proved its reliability 


The wing- 
spread was increased from 63 to 71 
feet with the idea that the plane 
would be able to get off the ground 
with 3,000 pounds extra weight. 
More fuel could be taken, and 800 
pounds of equipment.

D. LEE picked it as his refuge when 
he fled from the Federal authorities 
who sought him in connection with 
the Mountain Meadow Massacre. 
Now the automobile is transform- 
ing the “ great open spaces.” Tour- 
ists are beginning to seek the re- 
moter regions of the country—pro- 
vided they can reach them by good 
roads and find comfortable accom- 
modations.

PRESERVING THE SEQUOIAS. 


Government Should Buy Redwood 
Canyon Grove of Big Trees. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The writer of the article in Tue 
Times for June 23 on the danger to 
the big sequoia trees of California 
by the trampling and wearing away 
of the soil by thousands of tourists 
is right. The sequoia trees have no 
tap root; their roots all spread out 
radially close under the surface of the 
ground, extending, in the case of 
large trees, over a considerable area. 
If the ground is packed down and 
the small roots thus crushed by 
trampling or automobiles, the tree 
will eventually die. The largest trees 
in the national parks, especially 
those in the Mariposa and Giant For- 
est groves, will be lost in conse- 
quence of this neglect by the park 
authorities, who should confine the 
tourists and cars to the trails and 
roads and not allow them to pack 
the soil around any of the trees. 

But there is one matter on which 
the writer of the article is misin- 
formed, doubtless because he depend- 
ed on incorrect statements in certain 
government reports. There are not 
12,000 big sequoias ten feet or more 
in diameter at the base. There prob- 
ably are not one-fifth that number, 
and as reproduction of these trees 
goes on very slowly, and in many of 
the groves may not go on at all, such 
an estimate as 1,156,000 trees is pre- 
posterous, even if little seedlings are 
counted. Nobody knows. how many 
young sequoias there are, but the 
truth is there are far too few, and 
every effort should be used to pro- 
tect both the young and old ones. 
Circulation of such exaggerations as 
those given above is calculated to 
make people careless. 

The largest grove of the big trees 
that is still in existence, the Red- 
wood Canyon, or Redwood Mountain 
Grove, is not in any park, and is in 
danger of being cut for lumber. 
cross-ties and fence posts at any time 
unless acquired by thé government. 
It is situated directly between the 
General Grant and the Sequoia Na- 
tional Parks and only about three 
miles from either one. In it there is 
Standing the largest tree in the 
world, the Hart tree—far .arger, 
though not quite as tall, as the Gen- 
eral Sherman tree in the Sequoia 
Park, which was long claimed to be 
the largest. Why should not the gov- 
ernment buy this remarkable grove 
and preserve it?

AID FOR THE DRAMA, 


Engineering Advice’ Suggested ‘as 

Means of Improving Conditions. 
To the Editor of The New York Tinics: 

Many readers of THE TIMES edi- 
torial reflecting the outlook for ‘‘the 
flesh-and-blood drama’’ doubtless 
are wishing they could do something 
besides helplessly wait. Some sug- 
gestions come to mind. 

Like automobiles, the movies and 
the talkies are here to stay—when 
they find their place.’ But the reason 
the multitude is not sitting on the 
roadside watching luxurious cars go 
by is because of individual effort 
following upon a decidedly human 
consideration and conception. 

The multitude will turn to ‘the 
flesh-and-blood drama” as soon as it 
is attractively within their reach. 
Low prices are not enough. What 
gives the small theatre with flesh- 
and-blood drama its appeal? Is not 
the sense of nearness a basic item? 
Who likes to sit in the back rows? 
Why does the movie scene shift to 
the ‘‘close-up’’? 

As a matter of self-preservation 
the actors as a profession should see 
what can be adapted to their own 
stage from the movies and talkies, 
and then let the engineering societies 
know what is desirable to advance 
the real stage. The actor and the 
inventor are too frequently helpless 
when confronted by business. But 
reinforced by engineering vision, 
they should be able to present an 
attractive business proposition. 

Business and art as companions 
may not appeal to some tempera- 
ments; but business means salaries 
and salaries mean color and bright- 
ness. So—let the artists and the en- 
gineers get together before our artis- 
tisally minded have been forced, by 
economic stress, from the scenes of 
life. 

Attractive receipts at low prices 
means large seating capacity. Large 
seating capacity means a loss of that 
vital nearness to the Players. Trans- 
mission of the voices can be aided 
already. But what of feature and 
form? How can every one be made 
to feel that he or she is sitting some- 
where, say, between the fourth and 
ninth rows? Can’t some Edison 
come forward with a geries of 
screens such that all over the house 
but a slight raising of the eyes will 
give a close-up, soft, with depth, and 
colors truly reflected, whenever the 
players as viewed on the real stage 
seem too remote? 

Many of us are tired of substitutes 
for flesh and blood. We would not 
mind a little more engineering aid 
for the artists.

CHINESE COMMUNICATIONS. 


Nationalist Government Is Working 
Satisfactorily With Aviation 
Corporation. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Times editorial ‘‘Hamper- 
ing Chinese Communication,”’ there 
are several implications which seem 
to me not to do justice to the atti- 
tude of the Chinese Government and 
not to be in line with the facts. 

Aviation Exploration, Inc., which 
is my organization working with the 
Chinese Government, has a definite 
contract with that government. We 
have received no intimation, either 
directly or indirectly, that the 
changes in the internal administra- 
tion of the Chinese Government have, 
or will have, any effect on these 
contracts. On the contrary, even 
today all the communications from 
the Chinese Government intimate 
that the contracts are to go ahead. 
We are, as a matter of fact, placing 
equipment and radio orders at the 
present time, and the heads of the 
operating personnel are scheduled 
to sail within two weeks. 

In your last paragraph there is an 
intimation that our operations in 
China have been hampered by the 
same kind of troubles that were 
pointed out in former eras, especially 
in the matter of ‘“‘squeeze.’””’ I am 
glad to have this opportunity to say 
officially that not a single one of 
the numerous men I have had in 
China received at any time even a 
suggestion from the officers of the 
Chinese Government that anything 
along this line was desired or ex- 
pected. I do not think that it is 
fair to government officials who are, 
so far as our experience goes, defi- 
nitely trying to eliminate the abuses 
of the past, to imply that these 
abuses still exist.

National Convention Asks Haz- 
ard to Property Owner in 
Mechanics’ Liens Be Reduced.

BOSTON, June 28.—A demand for 
changes in the mechanics liens laws 
in favor of the property owner, elec- 
tion of officers, an address on the 
effect of the industrial trend on the 
level of intelligence in the United 
States and an appeal for support to 
reclamation projects in farm com- 
munities marked the closing sessions 
of the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards here today. 

Leonard P. Reaume of Detroit 
was elected president of the associa- 
tion and Earle G. Krumrine of Chi- 
cago secretary. 

The following report on mechanics 
Mens was unanimously adopted: 


“Mechanics lien laws obtain in 
this country only by virtue of stat- 
utory law. Originally the only 
liens recognized in such laws were 
for labor. Later, due principally to 
the fact that there was no contrac- 
tual relation existing between the 


person furnishing materials and the | 
owner of the property being erected | 
or improved, the provisions of such | 


laws were extended generally to 
cover materials. Such laws have 
become so broad, comprehensive and 
complicated as to be ~ burdensome 
and to work hardship upon property 
ov-ners. - 

“It commonly is provided in these 
laws that if the owner does not com- 
ply with certain prescribed procedure, 
or if he makes payments to the con- 
tractor after notice of liens, he may

Dual Payments Risk Cited. 


“By reason of the modern credit 
conditions prevailing generally 
throughout the States and of the 


facilities available for obtaining 
credit information, there no longer 
remains any impelli reason why 
the property owner should be sub- 
jected to any such risk of dual pay- 
ments for materials, except in those 
cases where the existence of the lien 
is made dependent upon the material 
man giving the property owner nvu- 
tice of his intention to claim such 
lien prior to any payment on their 
account. Therefore, in consideration 
of these conditions, be it 

‘‘Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards that: 

“(1) Mechanics’ lien laws should 
be simplified so far as possible by 
reducing rather than increasing the 
classes of persons entitled to such 
liens and by minimizing the duties 
that devolve upon the _ property 
owner in order to protect himself 
against such liens. . 

**(2) While it is recognized that a 
lien for labor should and will con- 
tinue to be provided for in such laws, 
the right of a material man or any 
other class of lieners to subject the 
owner of a building being erected or 
improved to dual payments should 
be permitted only if and when such 
person has given notice direct to 
such owner of his intention to claim 
such a lien prior to the first pay- 
ment to the contractor.’’

PROPOSES TRIBUNAL 
10-ACT ON MERGERS 


sylvania Bar Members Indus- 
trial Court Is Needed. 








WOULD PROTECT BUSINESS 





Decision That Combination Plan is 
Legal Would Make It Immune 
From Prosecution.

BEDFORD SPRINGS, Pa., June 
28.—An industrial court to render 
final decisions as to whether or not 
proposed trade combinations are 
legal was suggested by William J 
Donovan, former Assistant Attorney 
General, in an address before the 
Pennsylvania Bar Association today. 

Mr. Donovan’s suggestion was 
| hailed as particularly significant, be- 
|cause it came from a former prose- 
| cutor of ‘‘trusts’’ and at a time when 
there is an increasing number of 
huge business mergers. 

He said he had in mind the con- 
tinued protection of the public from 


combinations inimical to their inter- 
est, but that he also sought to relieve 
honest business from the anxiety of 
not knowing whéther the completion 
of projected reorganizations would 
bring governmental prosecution. 

This, he said, was a problem that 
the Coolidge Administration, under 
! which Mr. Donovan served, made ef- 
| fort to alleviate by having the De- 
| partment of Justice give informal 
| opinions on projects presented for its 
| approval. he opinions, however, 
| were not sanctioned in law, and busi- 
|;ness men had no guarantee of pro- 
| tection from future prosecution. 

Mr. Donovan’s proposal today em- 
braced the creation of a court in 
which all parties entering into a con- 
tract or combination should have the 
right to submit their plan for de- 
termination as to whether it violated 
the anti-trust act. If the approval 
were given, business acts undertaken 
in strict accordance with the ap- 
proved plan would be immune from 
prosecution. Mr. Donovan proposed 
that the. endorsement of the project 
by the court should be final unless 
a rehearing within a designated time 
should be requested by the Attorney 
General. 


Seeks Preventive Method. 


“In no way would it weaken the 
| Sherman law,” he said of his sug- 
gestion, ‘‘and yet it would provide a 
test which the honest business man 
could regard with confidence when 
he had in view the acquiring of the 
property of a competitor. This court 


would constitute a tribunal where in 
a concrete case definite application 
of the rule of public policy could be 
applied. 

“The confusion which now exists 
in the minds of cautious business

ASKS HOUSING PLAN 
TO GOVERN STATE 


L. H. Pink, in Paper at Indus- 
trial Democracy Conference, 
Urges Greater City Powers.

Welfare Department Should Be in 
Charge, He Says—Views Opposed 
by Norman Thomas.

FOREST PARK, Pa., June 28.—A 
housing program for New York State 
designed to provide dwellings at low 
rents was outlined in a paper by 
Louis H. Pink, member of the State 
Housing Commission, read today at 
the annual conference of the League 
for Industrial Democracy which is 
being held at Camp Tamament here. 

“A Program for Municipal Govern- 
ment” is the subject of the four-day 
conference, whose last session will 
be held on Sunday. 

“It is rather strange that the rich- 
est country should be the most back- 
ward in low cost housing,’’ Mr. Pink 
wrote. ‘‘At present there is no gen- 
eral plan, no adequate power to deal 


with the problem of modern housing 
for the poor.’’ 
Mr. Pink’s proposal set forth that 





the cities should be given more 

ower to buy or condemn an area | 
hat is unsanitary and a menace to 
health, and the land, after being re- 
plotted, should be sold to limited 
dividend housing companies. 


Housing Departments Asked. 


It is absurd that any slum reclama- 
tion in New York City today must 
be by subterfuge, Mr. Pink said. 

Suggesting that housing depart- 
ments should be established in the 
various municipalities, Mr. Pink 
urged that in New York City the 
Department of Public Welfare take 
over the duties of such a body. 

The proposal contemplates closer 
cooperation between the cities and 
the State Housing Board and the 
establishment of a State bank to 
supply money at low rates of interest 
for building purpose. 

Norman Thomas, director of the 
league, who is presiding et the ses- 
sions, took issue with Mr. Pink’s 
proposal. ‘‘This is another example 
of how far people will go without ac- 
tually saying the words ‘municipal 
housing,’’’ he said. ‘‘The condemna 
tion power Mr Pink asks would be 
a slight extension of the power the 
city now has or could assume under 
the present State law, but as long as 
judges are partial to private owners 
such power cannot help in the solu- 
tion of the problem. Witness the 
Walker record in the matter. 

‘The solution will not come until 
it is recognized that land values are | 
publicly created and should be taxed | 
accordingly. It is abundantly clear | 
from recent experience that limited 
dividend companies do not attract 
enough capital, and if they do the 
price of the houses is too high for 
people who need apartments at rea- 
sonable rents.

SEVEN QUESTIONED 
IN HOSPITAL DEATH 


Randalls Island Employes In- 
terrogated on Charge Boy 
Was Fatally Beaten. 


BAIL DENIED TO SUSPECT FORCED 


Monday on Allegations of Two 
Escaped Patients. 


Seven additional witnesses were 
examined in the District Aitorney’s 
office yesterday in the investigation 
into the death of 7-year-old Solomon 
Swick of 1,531 Brook Avenue, the 
Bronx, in the children’s hospital on 
Randall’s Island on June 21. Charles 
Moscher, 44, a night attendant in 
the hospital, was arrested last Thurs- 
day night and held without bail ves- 
terday in the homicide court for a 
hearing on Monday on suspicion of 
having caused the death of the boy 
by beating him. 

Moscher’s arrest followed state- 
ments made to Assistant District At- 
torney McGowan by Charles Algaze, 
15, of 2,569 East Eleventh Street 
and Eli Hershkowitz, 18, of 2,768 
East Twelfth Street, both of Brook- 
lyn, said by the prosecutor to be 
mental defectives. They accused 
Moscher of beating the boy and plac- 
ing him in a strait-jacket when 
young Swick, on his first night in 
the hospital, had insisted on getting 
out of bed and demanded that he 
be permitted to go home. 

On the evening of the boy’s death 


| Moscher’s accusers escaped from the 


hospital, swam the East River and, 
after obtaining dry clothing from a 
strange boy in Harlem, went to the 


| Swick home in the Bronx and told 


the mother of the alleged attack on 
her son which preceded his death. 
A medical examiner’s report subse- 


'quently revealed that the boy had 


died of a ruptured spleen and a 
hemorrhage of the abdominal cavity 


|and there were several bruises on 


the face. 

Edward F. Cadley. Deputy Com- 
missioner of the Department of Hos- 
pitals, who made an _ investigation 
into the charges of the two boys 
prior to Moscher’s arrest, was one 
of the witnesses questioned by Mr. 
McGowan yesterday. He was under- 
stood to have expressed surprise that 
Moscher had been arrested. Dr. 
Charles McGaffin, superintendent of 
the hospital; Dr. Emma Dreyfus, the 


|night superintendent; Dr. Archibali | 


Lauerman, one of the hospital staff 
who pronounced young Swick dead; 
Miss A. McLaughlin, a day nurse, 
and two orderlies, Peter Durian and 
John O’Neill, were the others ques- 
tioned. 

The witnesses, according to Mr. 
McGowan, said they knew nothing 
in corroboration of the stories told by 
Algaze and Hershkowitz. The laiter 
had told the prosecutor the day be- 
fore that they with eight other boys 
had planned to flee from the hospital 
because they feared they ‘‘would be 
subjected to the same beatings that 
the Swick boy received,’? but the 
other boys became  faint-hearted 
when they saw the two witnesses 
plunge into the East River and begin 
to swim toward Manhattan shore. 

Moscher was alleged to have told 
the authorities that the dead boy 
fell out of the bed three times before 
he put him in the strait-jacket, but 
denied that he had struck him. 

It was said that the arrest of 
Moscher had started a general in- 
quiry into the handling of children 
in the hospital by some of the at- 
tendants. 

During the arraignment of Moscher 
before Magistrate Macrery a police 
record revealed that in 1925 he served 
a term in the penitentiary for feloni- 
ous assault, and three years later he 
was brought back to the penitentiary 
for having violated his parole.

BOSTON, June 28 (#).—The disbar- 
ment of Arthur K. Reading, former 
Attorney General of Massachusetts, 
was ordered today by Judge George 
A. Sanderson of the Supreme Court 
in his findings on an information 
filed against Reading by the Massa- 
chusetts Bar Association. 

The Bar Association set forth cer- 
tain acts by Reading in his activities 
as counsel for the Decimo Club, Inc., 
and subsidiaries of the L. A. W. 
Corporation of Worcester, in a set- 
tlement with the parent body. He 
resigned his office June 6. 1928, while 
the Legislature was considering his 
impeachment, which was  recom- 
mended by a special Legislative com- 
mittee. 

Judge Sanderson stated: 

“I find that the charges against 
Arthur K. Reading set forth in the 
twelve articles of impeachment, the 
printed copy of which is annexed to 
these proceedings brought by the 
Massachusetts Bar Association, have 
been stablished by the evidence. 1 
therefore find that he is guilty of 
gross misconduct within the mean- 
ing of Statute 1924, Chapter 134, and 
I hereby direct that an order for his 
disbarment be entered.”’ 

The information filed by the Bar 
Association did not contain any rec- 
viumendations. The Court appoint- 
ed Frederick W. lLiansfield, presi- 
dent of the Bar Association, as pros- 
ecutor of the charges. During the 
trial Reading acted as his own 
counsel. 

Among the charges brought against 
Reading at the Legislative hearings 
and the Supreme Court trial were 
that as Attorney General he had 
given the Decimo Club a clean bill 
of health while it was under investi- 
gation by the police; that he had 
received a $25,000 fee from the club 
by means of checks made out to his 
law associate, Herbert L. Barrett; 
that he had used his official position 
to intimidate officials of the Decimo

| Reading denied that he had been

The issue of $27,000,000 Chicago 
Sanitary District bonds, on which 
bids were opened on Dec. 6 last and 
which the district commissioners

This change in the situation, which 
has long troubled the district, which} 
has been in need of funds, was} 
brought about by the decision of; 
Governor Louis L. Emmerson of Illi- 
nois not to veto the Senate bill relat- 
ing to the issuance of the bonds} 
without recourse to the voters of the 
district. 

The Chicago Sanitary District em- 
braces the city of Chicago and adja- 
cent territory, including Evanston, 
Wilmette, Kenilworth, South Chi- 
cago, Winnetka, Glencoe, Harvey 
and other villages. Early this year 
the United States Supreme Court 
rendered an adverse decision in the 
Lake Michigan drainage litigation. so 
that the district is faced with the 
problem of financing the disposal of 
sewage of the district by other 
means than by the diversion of water 
from Lake Michigan. 

In order to take care of pressing 
financial requirements the district 
marketed an issue of $9,435,000 6 per 
cent short-term notes through a syn- 
dicate headed by Lehman Brothers. 
No date will be set for the sale -of 
the issue of $27,000,000 new bonds 
until a complete report on the needs 
of the district have been filed by the 
chief engineer, E. J. Kelly. It is evi- 
dent from the scope of the problem 
confronting the district as a result 
of the Supreme Court decision that 
the financial plans of the district 
commissioners must be drastically 
revised in order to carry out its new 
and larger enterprise. 

The district already hss bonded 
debt outstanding in the amount of 
$110,608,000, according to its last 
statement, and in addition has fixed 
contract liabilities, judgments and 
leases sufficient to bring its total in- 
debtedness up to $124,780,973. The 
present debt limit of the district is 
5 per cent of the equalized valuation, 
and amounts to $229,869,780, which 
would leave debt-incurring power up 
to $105,088,806, which must include 
the present issue.

ON WABASH PLAN 


Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral and B. & O. Expected 
to Engage in Struggle. 


BACKING OF P. R. R. LIKELY 


Proposal for Fifth Trunk Line 
Believed to Reflect the Policies 
of Larger Road. 


A three-cornered struggle among 
the Pennsylvania and the Wabash 
railroads, the New Central and the 
Baltimore & Ohio, it is believed, will 
be precipitated by the filing of the 
Wabash’s plan for a fifth trunk line 
to the West. The ultimate outcome 


may change the entire railroad plan 
along the Atlantic seaboard. 

The very fact that railroad men 
believe the Wabash can put forth a 
trunk-line plan that will have fea- 
tures of high recommendation is 
looked upon as providing the basis 
for a bitter struggle. Although de- 
tails of the Wabash’s plan and the 
reads involved have not been made 
public, formal announcement of the 
new system will be made on Mon- 
day. The fight is expected before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 


First Independent Wabash Plan. 


Although the Wabash has been 
mentioned for years in consolidation 


plans of various roads, the applica- 
tion to be made public on Monday is 
the first in which the carrier will be 
used as the nucleus of a new system. 

If approved by the Commission, the 
new system providing a fifth trunk 
line in the East would interfere with 
the plans of the B. & and the 

. & O. to form two unified trunk 
lines in the East by increasing com- 
petition. Although the New York 
Central is understood to be willing 
that two new unified trunk lines be 
created, the Pennsylvania is known 
to be hostile to their formation.

Since the defeat of the fifth trunk- | 


line plan sponsored by Leonor F. 
Loree, due to the united efforts of 
the Pennsylvania, the New York 
Central, the B. & O. and the C. & O. 
early last year, the Pennsylvania has 
been perturbed as a result of being 
ignored by the other carriers in their 
plans, according to railroad men. 
This attitude, they said, had led the 
Pennsylvania to make certain over- 
tures which were turned down.

About a year ago the Erie contem- 
plated exchanging a new preferred 
stock for its eestit outstanding is- 
sues. This plan has been aban- 
doned, and thus any difficulties aris- 
ing from possible minority action 
have been precluded. In the case of 
the Wabash, dividend payments have 
been made the subject of action 
which reached the Supreme Court. 

Dividends on preferred stock of 
the present Erie Railroad Corpora.

Rains east of the Mississippi River | 
for the sixth consecutive day exerted 
a steadying influence on prices dur- 
ing trading on the Cotton Exchange 
yesterday and with absence of con- 
tracts resulted in an improvement 
of 2 to 15 points in prices.

The event of the day was the ap- 
pearance of the first private condi- 
tion estimates of the crop of 1929.

The acreage was estimated at 48,- 
500,000, an increase of 3.3 per cent. 
Clement Curtis gave the condition as 
72 per cent and the acreage as 48,-| 
850,000, an increase of 4 per cent. 
The Financial Chronicle estimated 
the acreage as the largest ever placed 
under cotton cultivation, 48,888,000 
acres, or an increase of 4.1 per cent. 
Private reports agree in considering 
weevil as a menacing factor this! 
year, since the number of insects 
shown in Eastern States is now) 
much larger than it was last year, 
and in most sections the largest 
since 1925. 

Owing to the limited receipts of 
eotton at the ports, port stocks fell 
helow 800,000 bales for the first time 
this year and 100,000 bales less than 
a year ago. For the first time since 
the movement of the 1928 crop start- 
ed last year, the Cotton Exchange} 
reports interior stocks are now less, 
than the amount held on Aug. 1.

‘Trade and industry this week 
show a slight tapering off, part of 
this, perhaps, due to purely seasonal 
influences, particularly hot weather, 
part of it to reports of slightly modi- 
fied estimates of yields of crops, such 
| as wheat and some fruits. Even with 
| the slight quieting down noted, how- 
ever, the general trend of reports is 

| still at a higher level than a year 
ago. In the iron and steel trade the 
| effects of the hot wave of last week 
| finds reflection in reports of a slight- 
ly slower speed of operations, but, in 
| addition, the facts are apparently 
visible that the lack of rain in some 
areas, as for instance, the Spring 
| wheat Northwest, is perhaps respon- 
sible for a showing down in future 
| business, whiJé in others, as for in- 
| stance, the Southeast and Southwest.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, TD. €., June 28—A tropical 
disturbance of small diameter and moderate 
intensity was located about noon today 
southeast of Corpus Christi and passed in- 
land near Matagorda Bay about 7 o'clock 
this evening, causing moderate to strong 
gales over a limited area. The disturbance 
that was over upper Michigan Thursday 
evening has moved to Western Quebec, and 
pressure is low and falling over the Rocky 
Mountain region and the northern Plains 
States. 

Pressure continued high in the vicinity of 
Bermuda and south of Newfoundland, while 
it is relatively high off the North Pacific 
Coast and over the lower Missouri Vlaley. 


| During the last twenty-four hours there have 


been general showers over the Jake region, 
the Ohto Valley and the North Atlantic and 
Middle Atlantic States and in widely scat- 
tered areas over the Southern States. Else- 
where the weather has been mostly fair. 
The temperature is somewhat lower over

SCIENTIFIC SPIRIT IS URGED 





Prof. G. B. Mangold Tells San Fran- 
cisco Meeting Cheap Auto Are 
Making Nomads of Many.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 28.—The 
juvenile courts, established thirty 
years ago as a humanitarian ven- 
ture, have added little to the knowl- 
edge of child behavior, and now peo- 
ple are asking what is wrong, Dr. 
Frederick H. Allen, director of the 
Philadelphia Child Guidance Clinic, 
stated today in a per read before 
the National Conference of Social 
Work here. 

“Originally,’’ said Dr. Allen, ‘‘the 
court was looked upon as a protector 
rather than a punisher of children 
and was expected to give this pro- 
tection when other sources had 
broken down or become inadequate 
Today it is asked what has injured 
the children’s court from keeping 
with other phases of child wel- 
are. 

“The basic philosophy of the court 
is essentially a primitive one. An- 
other factor that complicated the 
situation is that there is the emotion- 
al pressure coming from the com- 
munity for law enforcement. A pub- 
lic agency like the court feels that 
pressure most keenly and is very 
conscious of the demand the public 
takes for quick charge and punish- 
ment.’’ 

To promote better juvenile court | 
work, Dr. Allen suggested more of, 
“the spirit of scientific inquiry which 
can approach delinquency with a 
minimum of prejudice and less of the 
desire to condemn.”’ 


Finds Evil in Cheap Autos. 


Dr. George B. Mangold, Professor 
of Sociology at the University of 
Southern California, blamed cheap 


automobiles for putting the homes 
of thousands of people on wheels in 
an address before the National Child 
Labor Committee. This, he said, 
stimulated migratory tendencies and 
cultivated migratory habits. 

“We are making nomads and 
gypsies out of hundreds of children, 
thus imparing seriously their habits 
and steadiness and industry,’’ he as- 
serted. 

Perplexities caused by the attitude 
of welfare agencies toward insurance 
for families and by misguided ex- 
penditures because of sickness were 
discussed by Dr. Lee K. Frankel, sec- 
ond vice president of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company. He dep- 
recated the practice by which fam- 
ilies of small incomes have been in- 
' duced to buy life insurance and put 
in jeopardy a decent standard of 
living. ; : 

“Until shelter, food and clothing 
adequate to maintain subsistence 
standards are provided life insurance 
and savings are out of the question,”’ 
he said 

It is estimated that $50,000,000 an- 
nually is paid to irregular medical 
practicioners, said Bleecher Mar- 
quette, executive secretary of the 
Cincinnati Public Health Federation. 
He asserted that sickness cost the 
people of the United States $10,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

“Perhaps we could cut down the 
unnecessary toll of avoidable ills,’’ 
Mr. Marquette said, ‘‘and could save 
some of the vast sums wasted on 
useless remedies and dangerous heal- 
ing cults, if we could organize 
medical facilities on more construc- 
tive lines. And if we could find a 
|way of distributing sickness costs, 
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financial tragedy that so frequently 
hovers over the sick bed of those in 
moderate circumstances.”’ 


Calls Prosperity Finding Myth. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 28 (#).— 
America’s prosperity, as reported by 
President Hoover’s Committee on 
Economics, was declared to be a 
‘myth’? by Mrs. Daisy Worthington 
Worcester, University of California 
lecturer and San Diego high school 
principal, who spoke before the Na- 
tional Conference on social work 
here today. 

Mrs. Worcester, an authority on 
economics, told the conference that 
this ‘‘myth, if believed, will lead to 
inevitable catastrophe.’’ America’s 
prosperity, she declared, is prosper- 
ity for only 24 per cent of the Ameri- 
can sag oe and this percentage owns 
all the wealth of this country. 

“‘America has piled up wealth equal 
to $400,000,000,000 and an annual in- 
come of  $89,000,000,000," Mrs. 
Worcester continued ‘Yet in the 
time this wealth has been accumu- 
lating public charities have increased 
their expenditures 132 per cent. The 
nations’ vast income of $89,000,000,- 
000, if equally distributed, would give 
each man, woman and child $745 a 
year. Instead, we find that 43 per 
cent of the total income goes to cap- 
ital, 10 per cent to salaries and 38 
per cent to wages.”’ 

Details of a survey showing that 
families among the low-income 
groups are carrying insurance in ex- 
cess of their liability to pay the 
premiums were presented to the con- 
ference of social work here today 
by Lee K. Frankel, second vice presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Insurance 
Company of New York. 

The findings indicated that fami- 
lies under the care of welfare work- 
ers and having incomes averaging 
$10 a week or less spent 9 per cent 
of their wages for life insurance. 

Mr. Frankel said that the amount 
a family should spend for insurance 
premiums was a matter of contro- 
versy among the experts, but that 5 
per cent of normal income had been 
suggested.

J. F. STEVENS CRITICISES 
FLOOD CONTROL PLAN 


Congress’s Approval of Missis- 
sippi Work ‘Incomprehensible,’ 
Says Ex-Panama Engineer 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—John F. 
Stevens, who was a member of the 
Panama Canal Commission, has 
written a letter to President Budd 
of the Great Northern Railway ques- 
tioning the wisdom of the Jadwin 
plan for controlling the Mississippi 
River flood situation south of St. 
Louis. This: plan is already under 
way and it is expected to cost some- 
thing like $300,000,000. The letter 
was made public today by Senator 
Frazier of North Dakota, Republi- 
can. Mr. Frazier is leading a fight 
to have the Jadwin plan held up so 
that a further study of relative plans 
may be made by civilian engineers. 
The letter. addressed by Mr. Ste- 
vens to President Budd reads: 
“I spent two months in-Washing- 
ton during the session of the last 
Congress which enacted the flood 
legislation, under which authority 
work along the Mississippi River is 
now proceeding. How that Congress 
could have enacted such legislation 
is incomprehensible. 
“It was plainly shown that, after 
fifty years of playing with that 
mighty stream, neither the Missis- 
sippi River Commission nor any 
other body or individuals had se- 
cured the necessary data upon which 
any intelligent, comprehensive plan 
to curb its floods or to turn its vast 
potential power to the use and ben- 
efit of our people could be formu- 
lated. 
“In conclusion, I believe that the 
whole matter of the control of the 
Mississippi River is still. an open 
question and live issue. It is one 
that affects the people of the whole 
nation, and more especially the 
members of the engineering frater- 
nity, whose reputation and standing 
is at stake. How and by whom the 
matter shall be opened up is a ques- 
tion which should be decided and 
acted upon with as little delay as 
possible.’’ 
President Hoover, it is understood, 
is giving careful consideration to the 
conflict of opinion among the army 
engineers. It is expected that, when 
and if he visits Cincinnati next Fall 
as is being contemplated, he may 
proceed South for an inspection of 


the river in connection with this 
project.

‘COUNT’ SEEKS INJUNCTION 


But von Broens Trupp Fails to Halt 
Dispossess Proceedings, and Now 
Ten Boarders Are Homeless. 


While Mrs. Harriet Beauley, for- 
mer owner of the old Barrett man- 
sion, ‘‘the house of a hundred 
rooms,’’ at Arrochar, S. I., wept and 
swooned, six deputy sheriffs yester- 
day began the actual dispossession of 
Mrs. Beauley, Count H. Victor von 
Broens Trupp and the ten perturbed 
boarders from this former show- 
place. 

They toiled from 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning until 7 last night and 
when they stopped work they had 
emptied two-thirds of the sixty-two 
rooms of the decrepit old mansion. 
Meanwhile the Count, who has con- 


ducted the affairs of the Order of 
Roses from the mansion, bestowing 
decorations and knighthoods on those 
whose achievements warranted such 
honors, was trying frantically in 
Brooklyn to obtaim an injunction pre- 
venting the carrying out of Justice 
Strong’s dispossess order. When he 
returned unsuccessful late in the day 
he found the contents of his ‘‘throne 
room” in the street. His royal cos- 
tume, a black military coat with 
many medals, and his hat, of ‘‘fore 
and aft’? design like an admiral’s, 
lay soaking in the rain that had 
poured down in the afternoon. Near 
them were the 5,000 books which had 
lined the shelves of his throne room, 
and much of the antique furniture 
of the once superb old Colonial man- 
or of brick and stone looking out on 
New York Bay. 

The dispossession grew out of the 
foreclosure of a $40,000 mortgage 
held on the place by George H. 
Price. The building formerly be- 
longed to Mrs. Beauley’s husband, 
W. J. Beauley, artist, of New York, 
who gave it to her when they sepa- 
rated eight or nine years ago. 
Gradually the once ample funds of 
Mrs. Beauley dwindled and _ the 
house ran down. She became a firm 
supporter of the self-styled Count, 
who came to live in the mansion and 
busied himself in such organizations 
as the Order of the Roses and the 
Pan-Slav Union, which he headed. 
She borrowed $40,000 from Mr. Price, 
and, when the interest was long 
overdue, Mr. Price foreclosed and 
obtained the property at auction for 
$40,000. Mrs. Beauley contends that 
the property is worth $100,000. 

Mrs. Beauley and the Count re- 

fused to move out and fought the 
proceedings until the actual arrival 
yesterday of Sheriff William S. Hart 
and his deputies. 
Mrs. Beauley was uncertain and 
nervous about the future last night. 
So were ten roomers, all Russians, 
who said they had paid their board 
in advance to Oct. 1 and were now 
both penniless and homeless. They, 
as well as Mrs. Beauley and the 
Count, were permitted to sleep for 
the last time in the mansion last 
night. Today, after the remainder of 
the furniture is removed, the keys 
are to be given to Mr. Price. 

Scores of residents watched the 
proceedings yesterday. They were 
sympathetic with Mrs. Beauley. She 
admitted that she had not eaten for 
forty-eight hours, but when hospi- 
tality was offered her she would not 
partake until the Count also was in-

FOUNDS SCHOLARSHIPS 
FOR CONSULS’ CHILDREN 


C. D. Pagsley Establishes Five 
of $500 Each at Rollins College 
As an “Experiment.” 


Five scholarships carrying $500 
stipends for children of American 
Consuls will be offered for the next 
academic year at Rollins College, 
Florida, by Chester D. Pugsley, a 
trustee of the college and vice presi- 
dent of the Westchester County Na- 
tional Bank in Peekskill, and the col- 
lege board. This was announced last 
night by Mr. Pugsley, who arrangcd 
for the scholarships on the sugges- 
tion of William J. Grace, American 
Consul at Sheffield, England, and in 
cooperation with Hamilton Hoit, 
president of Rollins College. 

Mr. Pugsley said the five scholar- 
ships at Rollins would be considered 
in the nature of a ‘“‘laboratory experi- 
ment”? and that the ‘scope of the 
plan might be widened later to in- 
clude more at a variety of colleges 
and universities. 

The Ob, eegee was first submitted 
by Mr. Grace some weeks ago in a 
letter to Mr. Pugsley and was re- 
peated in a personal interview last 
Thursday afternoon. Mr. Grace ad- 
vanced the argument that although 
the children of American Consuls 
enjoyed considerable natural educa- 
tional advantages, the small pay of 
Consuls and Vice Consuls frequently 
made it impossible for them to come 
to the United States to complete 
their educations. 

Mr. ap ae said tentative arrange- 
ments for the plan had been com- 
apa within less than twenty-four 
ours. Mr. Grace is now on a three 
weeks’ leave of absence from his 
post and returns to England today 
on the White Star liner Baltic. He 
spent much of this leave in attempt- 
ing to further his plans for scholar- 
ships. 

Although the present arrangement 
is for scholarships during the com- 
ing year only, Mr. Pugsley said that 
a similar number of _ scholarships 
would be offered at Rollins ‘‘in all 
gear gl for the next few years.”’
